ARIS, July 31.—Two days of fine 
weather have permitted the 
Anglo-French forces to take up 
once more the offensive on the 
Somme front. With one great bound 
they have pushed forward to the 
outskirts of Combles. They are up 
to the last German line of defenses 
here, and at one point on ‘the tip 
of the Monacu farm are in posses- 

sion of a piece of the last line. 

This is the most important step 
the allied troops have yet achieved 
in their double drive on Bapaume 
and Peronne. Comdles is the last 
great German defensive position be- 
tween the present allied lines and 
the Peronne-Bapaume railroad. Its 
fall would permit the British and 
French troops to sweep forward to 
the road between Rancourt and 
Sailly, or to thrust north to Morval. 
Such a move would flank the Ger- 
man position at Peronne and Monte 
St. Quentin and force their immedi- 
ate evacuation. The drive on to 
Bapaume would then become an ex- 
tremely simple operation when com- 
pared with the almost ‘insuperable 
difficulties already overcome by the 

of Haig and Foch. 
GERMANS YIELD. 

Two weeks ago the French 
tured the Monacu farm, It — one 
until nightfall last evening that the 
Germans gave up their desperate 
attempts to take the position. At- 
tack after attack the German officers 
led against the coveted lines, but 
the French machine guns, placed in 
position in the nick of time, poured 
a raking fire on the advancing col- 
umns, and the fortress which the 
Germans Dult to hold back the 
French was too well constructed to 
yleid to their own assaults. 

At sundown the French not only 
had consolidated their grip on Mon- 
acu, but had also swept on toward 
Clery and opened a breach in the 
German last line defending Combies 
at that point. All along the front 
to Hill 139 Foch’'s troops are now 
across the narrow-gauge rallruad 
running from Combles to Peronne, 
which.the Germans use as the sup- 
porting point of their main defense 
line. Simultaneously, work at the 


roads fell before the swift onslaught 
of two picked French battalions, put- 
ting the enemy in a critical position 
at this point as well as at Guille- 


| mont, to the south. 


The Franco-British line now 
presses on the outlying districts of 
Maurepas, Guillemont and Ginchy. 
These thfee villages surround Com- 
bles on the north, west and south. 
They are the advanced fortresses 
defending the main German fortified 
position. 

GERMAN LINES BOMBARDED. 

The bombardment of the German 
lines from the heavy guns back ot 
the advanced positions had been in- 
cessant, and Thursday night, with 
signs of clearing weather, the deluge 
of shells increased all along the 
front, from the southern extremity 
of the French offensive at Verman- 
devillers to the Deville Wood. From 
daybreak on Friday until the same 
hour on Sunday the thunder of the 
heavy guns continued without inter- 
mission. The infantry lay in the 
trenches and watched the mud slow- 
ly drying, and counted the hours 
until they could make another surge 
on the road to the Rhine. 

At daybreak on Sunday the guns 
lifted the range and spread a cur- 
tain of fire over the German sup- 
porting trenches. Then, as the offi- 
cers’ whisties sounded the French 
and British troops sprang from the 
trenches, and together forced the 
enemy back over 800 yards on a six- 
mile front in four hours of desperate 
fighting. 

The Germans had not failed to 
take advantage of the period of 
stormy weather to strengthen their 
lines into a veritable fortress, and 


the elite of the Kalser's army had 


been put there to 
forces back. 

There was harder work and more 
hand-to-hand fighting on Sunday 
morning than has been seen any 
time yet during this advance, French 
and British soldiers plunged for- 
ward under a hail of lead, and not 
until the bloody work of the bayonet 
had been finished did the Germans 
yield ground. The German trenches 
were gone, but there was a German 
soldier in every shell-hole and a ma- 
chine gun in every third shell-hoi- 
lowed pit.

IRISH QUESTION UP AGAIN.

LONDON, July 31, 5:10 p.m.—In 
bringing the Irish situation t6 the 
front again ih the House of Com- 
mons today by the introduction of 
his motion urging the government 
to disclose its plan for the govern- 
ment of Ireland during the war, 
John Dillon said he had entered into 
negotiationg with David Lloyd 
George for a solution of the Irish 
question most unwillingly, knowing 
the enormous difficulties they had 
met in getting thelr own supporters 
to agree to any terms for a com- 
promise, Besides this, there was the 
enormous opportunity it would give 
various factions in Ireland that had 
been assailine the power of the Na- 
tionalist leader to make the govern- 
ment of Ireland hopelessly impossible 
of the Irish people for the settle- 
ment.

widespread conditions of lawlessness 
and violence which have prevailed.’ 

“The Santa Ysabel massacre, the 
raid at ey the bloodshed at 
Carrtzal, fresh in your minds. 
After thé ‘Columbus raid we started 
a ‘punitive expedition.” We sent a 
thin line of troops hundreds of miles 
into Mexico, between two lines of 
railway, neither of which we were 

elowed to use, and which we did not 
feel at liberty to seize. We were 
refused permission to enter the 
towns. Though thus restricted, the 
enterprise was still regarded by the 
Mexicans as a menace. Our troops 
faced hostile forces and ft is not re- 
markable that our men fell at Car- 
ral. What other result could be 
expected? We were virtually ordered 
to withdraw, and without: accom- 
plishing our purpose we have been 
withdrawing and we are now en- 
deavoring to safeguard our own 
territory. The entire National Guard 
has been ordered out and many 
thousands of our citizens have been 
taken from their ful employ- 
ments and hurried to the Mexican 
border. The administration was to 
seize and punish Villa for his out- 
| rage on our soll. It has not punished 
any ome; we went in only to retire, 
and future movements are appar- 
ently to be determined by a joint 
commission. 

“The nation has no policy of 
gression toward Mexico. We have! 
no desire fer any part of her ter- 
ritory. We wien her to have peace, 
ge and prosperity. We should 

be ready to aid her in binding up 
her wourtls, in relieving her from 
starvation and distress, and in giv- 
ing her in every practicable way the 
benefits of our disinterested friend- 
ship. The conduct of this adminis- 
tration has created difficulties which 
we shall have to surmount. We shall 
have to overcome the antipathy 
needlessly created by that conduct 
and to develop genuine respect and 
confidence, We shall have to adopt 
a new policy, a policy of firmness 
and consistency through which alone 
we can promote an enduring friend- 
ship. We demand from Mexico the 
protection of the lives and the vrop- 
erty of our citizens and the security 
of our border from depredations. 
Much will be gained if Mexico is 
convinced that we contemplate no 
meddiesome interference with what 
does not concern us, but that we 
purpose to insist in a firm and can- 
aia manner upon the performance 
of international obligations. To a 
stable ~-overnment, appropriately dis- 
charging its international duties, we 
should give ungrudging support. A 
short period of firm, consistent and 
friendly dealing will accomplish 
more than many years of vaciilation.

ANCE OF AMERICAN RIGHTS. 

In this land of composite popula- 
tion drawing fts strength from every 
race, the national security demands 
that there shall be no paltering with 
American rights The greater the 
danger of divisive influences, the 
greater is the necessity of the unify- 
ing force of a just, strong and 
patriotic position. We countenance 
no covetous policies, no intrigues, no 
secret schemes. We are unre- 
servedly, devotedly, whole-heartedi 
for the United States. That is th 
rallying point for all Americans. 
That is my position. I stand for the 
unflinching maintenance of all 
American rights on land and sea. 

“We have had a clear and definite 
mission as a great neutral nation. 
It was for us to maintain the in- 
tegrity of international law; to vin- 
dicate our rights as neutrals; to pro- 
tect the lives of our citizens, their 
property and trade from wrongful 
acts. Putting aside any question as 
to the highest possibilities of moral 
leadership in the maintenance and 
vindication of the law of nations in 
connection with the European war, 
we are at least entitled to the safe- 
this has not been secured. We have 
guarding of American rights, But 
had brave words in a series of notes, 
but despite our protests, the lives 
of Americans have been destroyed. 
What does it avail to tse some of 
the strongest words known to 
diplomacy if ambassadors can re- 
ceive the impression that the words 
are not to be taken seriously? It is

Weakness ani 
indecision in the maintenance of 
known rights are always sources of 
grave danger; they forfeit respect 
and invite serious wrongs, which, in 
turn, create an uncontrollable popu- 
lar resentment. That is not the path 
of national security. Not only have 
we a host of resources short of war 
by which to enforce our just de- 
mands, but we shall never promote 
our peace by stronger in words 
than in deeds. e had not have 
found it difficult to maintain peace, 
but we should have * 


On. 

“I do not put life and property 
on the same footing, but the admin- 
istration has not only been remiss 
with respect to the protection of 
American lives, it has deen remiss 
with respect the protection of 
American property and American 
commerce. It has been too much dis- 
posed to be content with leisurely 
discussion. I cannot now undertake 
to review the course of events. but 
it is entirely clear that we failed to 
use the resources at our command 
to prevent in furious action, and that 
we suffered in consequence. We have 
no ulterior purposes, and the admin- 
istration should have Known how to 
secure the entire protection of every 
legitimate American interest and the 
prompt recognition of our just de- 
mands as a neutral nation. 

“We denounce all plots and con- 
spiracies in the interest of any for- 
eign nation. Utterly intolerable is 
the use of our soll for alien in- 
trigues. Every can must unre- 
servedly condemn them, and support 
every effort for their suppression. 
But here, also, prompt, vigorous and 
adequate measures on the part of the 
administration were needed. There 
should have been no hesitation, no 
notion that it was wise and politic to 
delay. Such an abuse of our terri- 
tory demanded immediate and thor- 
oughgoing action. As soon as the ad- 
ministration had notice of plots and 
conspiracies it was its duty to stop 
them. It was not lacking in resources, 
Its responsibility for their continu- 
ance cannot be escaped by the con- 
demnation of others. 

PREPAREDNESS. 

“We are a peace-loving people, 
but we live in a world of arms. We 
have no thought of aggression, and 
we desire to preserve our democratic 
ideals without the wastes of strife. 
So devoted are we to these ideals. 
so intent upon our normal develop- 
ment, that I do not believe that 
there ts the slightest danger of min- 
tarism in this country. Adequate pre- 
paredness is not militarism. It is the 
essential assurance of security, it is a 
necessary safeguard of peace. 

It is apparent that we are shock- 
ingly unprepared. There is no room 
for controversy on this point. since 
the object lesson on the Mexican 
border. All our available regular 
troops (less, I believe, than 40.000.) 
are there or in Mexico, and as these 
have been deemed insufficient the 
entire National Guard has been or- 
fered out: that is, we are summon- 
ing practically all our movable min- 
tary forces In order to prevent bandit 
incursions. In view the warnings 
of the past three years, it ts inex- 
cuaable that we should find ourselves 
in this plight. For our faithful 
guardsmen, who, with a fine patrioct- 
ism, responded to this call and are 
bearing this burden, I have nothing 
but praise. But I think it little short 
of absurd that we should be com- 
pelle to call men from their shops. 
their factories, their offices and their 
professions, for such a purpose. This. 
however, is not all. The units of the 
National Guard were at peace 
strength, which was only about one- 
half the required strength. It was 
necessary to bring in recruits, for 
the most part raw and untrained. 
Only a small percentage of the res- 
ments, recruited up to war strength 
will have had even a year’s training 
in the National Guard, which at the 
maximum means 100 hours of mili- 
tary drill, and on the average means 
much less. Take the Pastern Depart- 
ment as an tilustration. The States in 
this department contain about 72 per 
cent. of the entire organized militia 
of the country. I am informed by 
competent authority that the quota 
of militia from this department re- 
cently summoned with the units 
raised to war strength, as required. 
would amount to about 131.0900 men: 
that in response to this call there 
are now en route to or on the border 
about 54,000 men, and in camp in 
their respective States about 28.000: 
and thus, after what has already 
been accomplished, there still remain 
to be supplied in recruits about 48. 
600 men. Men fresh from their peace- 
ful employments and physically un- 
prepared have been hurried to the 
border for actual service. They were 
without proper equipment, without 
necessary supplies, suitable condi- 
tions of transportation were not pro- 
vided. Men with dependent families 
were sent, and conditions which 
should have been well known were 
discovered after the event. And vet 
the. exigency, comparatively speak - 
ing. was not a very grave one. Tt 
involved nothing that could not read- 
lly have been foreseen during the 
past three vears of disturbance. and 
required onlv a modest talent for or- 
ganization. That this a.iministratien. 
while pursuing its course tn Mexico. 
should have permitted such condt- 
tions to exist, is almost incredible. 

“In the 
preparedness the administration has 
followed, not led. Those who de- 
manded more adequate forces were 
first described as ‘nervous and excit- 
ed." Only about a vear and a half 
azo we were told that the question 
of preparedness was not a pressing 
one; that the country had been mis- 
informed. Later. under the pressure 
of other leadership, this attitude was 
changed. The administration, it was 
said, had ‘learned something.’ and it 
made a belated demand for an in- 
creased army. Nen then the demand 
was not prosecuted consistentiv and 
the pressure exerted on Congress 
with respect to other administrative 


demand for reasonable 


men, to a strength of 7136 officers 
and 134,707 enlisted men, or 141,843 
all told. It was said that these addi- 
tions were ‘necessary to render the 
army adequate for its present Juties.’ 
Further, it was proposed that the 
army should be supplemented by a 
force of 400,000 disciplined citizens 
raised in increments of 133,000 a 
year, through a period of three vears. 
At least so much ‘by way of prepara- 
tion for defense’ seemed to the Prest- 
dent to be ‘absolutely imperative 
now.“ He said: “We cannot do less.’ 
But within two months this pro- 
gramme was abandoned and the able 
Secretary of War who had devoted 
himself persistently to this impor- 
tant question felt so keenly the 
change in policy that he resigned 
from the Cabinet. Now, the army 
organization bill provides for an 
army on paper of 178,000, but in fact 
it provides for only 105,000 enlisted 
men for the line of the regular army 
for the fiscal year ending June 30. 
1917, and I am informed that for the 
next fiscal year there will be an in- 
ereage of only 15,000. The plan for 
the supplemental Federal army com- 
pletely under Federal control was 
given up. 

“We are told that the defects re- 
vealed by the present mobilization 
are due to ‘the system,’ but it was 
precisely such plain defects that un- 
der the constant warnings of re- 
cent years with the whole world m- 
tent on military concerns should 
have been studied and rectified. The 
administration has failed to dis- 
charge its responsibilities. Apparent- 
ly it is now seeking to meet political 
exigencies by its naval programme. 
— it has imposed upon the country 
2 incompetent naval administra- 
on. 


“We demand adequate national 
defense; adequate protection on both 
our western and eastern coasts. We 
demand thoroughness and efficiency 
in both arms of the service. It 
seems to be plain that our regular 
army is too small. We Are too great 
a country to require of our citizens 
who are en in peaceful yoca- 
tions the sort of military service to 
which they are now called. As well 
insist that our citizens in this me- 
tropolis be summoned to put out 
fires and police the streets. We do 
not count it inconsistent with our 
liberties, or with our democratic 
ideals, to 
force. With a population of nearly 
100,000,000 we need to be surer of 
ourselves than to become alarmed at 
the prospect of having a regular 
army which can reasonably protect 
our border, and perform such other 
military service as may be required, 
in the absence of a grave emergency. 
I believe, further, that there should 
be not only a reasonable increase in 
the regular army, but that the first 
citizen reserve subject to call should 
be enlisted, as a Federal army and 
trained under Federal authority, 

“The country demands that our 
military and naval programme shall 
be carried out in a business-like 
manner under the most competent 
administrative heads; that we shall 
have an up-to-date preparation; that 
the moneys. appropriated shall be 
properly expended. We should also 
have careful plans for mobilizing our 
industrial resources; for promoting 
research and utilizing the investiga- 
tions of science. And a policy of 
adequate preparedwess must con- 
stantly have in view the necessity of 
conserving our fundamental human 
interests; of promoting the physical 
well being of our population, as well 
as education and training: of de- 
veloping to the utmost our economic 
strength and independence. It must 
be based upon a profound sense of 
our unity, and democratic obligation. 
Tt must not mean the abandonment 
of other essential governmental 
work, but that we shall have, in 
both, efficiency, and tn neither, waste 
or extravagance. We should also be 
solicitous, by wise pre-vision and 
conference, to remove so far as pos- 
sible the causes of irritation, which 
may in any degree threaten friendly 


relations. In our proposals there is, 


I repeat, no militarism. There is 
simple insistence upon common 
sense in providing reasonable meas- 
ures of security and avoiding the 
perils of neglect. We must have the 
strength of self- : a strength 
which contains no threat, but as- 
sures our defense, safeguards our 
richts and conserves our peace. 

THE ORGANIZATION OF PEACE. 

“We are deeply in what I may term 
the organization of peace, We cher- 
ish no flusions. We know that the 
recurrence of war is not to be pre- 
vented by plous wishes. If the con- 
flict of national interests is not to 
be brought to the final test of force 
there must be the development of 
international organization in order 
to provide international justice and 
to safeguard so far as practicable 
the peace of the world. 

“Arbitration treaties are useful 
within their proper sphere, but it is 
worse than folly to ignore the limi- 
tations of this remedy or to regard 
such treaties as an adequate means 
of preventing war. There should be 
an international tribunal to decide 
controversies susceptible of judicial 
determination, thus affording the ad- 
vantage of judicial standards in the 
settlement of particular disputes and 
of the gradual growth of a body of 
judicial precedents. In emphasiz- 
ing the desirability of such a tri- 
bunal for the disposition of contro- 
versies of a justiciable sort, it must 
not be overlooked that there are also 
legislative needs. We need confer- 
ences of the nations to formulate in- 
ternational rules, to establish prin- 
ciples, to modify and extend inter- 

national law so as to adapt it to new 
conditions, to remove causes of in- 
ternational differences. We need to 
develop the instrumentalities of con- 
ciliation. And behind this interna- 
tional organization, if it ts to be ef- 
fective, must be the co-operation of 
the nations to prevent resort to hos- 
tilities before the appropriate 
agencies for peaceful settlement 
have been utilized. If the peace of 
the world ts to be maintained, it 
must be through the preventive 
power of a common purpose. With- 
out this, it will still remain not only 
possible, but practicable, to disregard 
international obligations, to override 
the rights of States, particularly of 
small States, to ignore principles, to 
vinilate rules. And it is only through 
reasonable assurance of peace, that 
we may hope for the limitation of 
armaments. It is to be expected 
that nations will continue to arm in

I do not consider it necessary to re- 
view the arguments usually advanced 
on the one side or the other, as my 
ai convictions proceed from a 
somewhat different point of view. 
Some time ago a consideration of our 
economic conditions and tendencies, 
of the position of women in gainful 
occupations, of the nature and course 
of the demand, led me to the con- 
clusion that the granting of suffrage 
to women is inevitable. Opposition 
may delay, but in my judgment can- 
not defeat this movement. Nor can 
I see any advantages in the delay 
which can possibly offset the dis- 
advantages which are ly 
incident to the continued agitation. 
Facts should be squarely met. We 
shall have a constantly intensified 
effort and a distinctly feminist move- 
ment constantly perfecting its or- 
ganization to the subversion of nor- 
political issues. We shall have 
truggle increasing in bitterness 
which I believe to be inimical to our 
welfare. If women are to have the 
vote, as I believe they are, it seems to 
be entirely clear that in the interest of 
the public life of this country the 
contest should be ended promptly. 
I favor the vote for women. 
ADMINISTRATIVE EFFICIENCY. 

“Confronting every effort to im- 
prove conditions is the menace of in- 
competent administration. It is an 
extraordinary notion that democracy 
can be faithfully served by inex- 

ess. Democracy needs exact 
knowledge, skill and thorough train- 
ing tn its servants. I have already 
spoken of the disregard of proper 
standards, in numerous Instances in 
appointments to the diplomatic serv- 
ice. Unfortunately there has 
similar disregard of executive re- 
sponsibility in appointments to im- 
portant administrative positions in 
our domestic service. Even with re- 
spect to technical bureaus the de- 
mands of “science have been com- 
pelled to yield to the demands of 
politics. 
CIVIL SERVICE LAWS—BUDGET. 

“We have erected against im- 
portunities of spoilsmen the barriers 
of the civil service laws, but under 
the present administration enact- 
ments providing for the creation of 
large numbers of places have been 
deliberately removed from the merit 
system.

TEXT OF MEMORANDUM. 

The memorandum says: 

“The position of the allied gov- 
ernments in regard to the importa- 
tion of medical supplies into enemy 
countries is that they cannot be 
called upon to admit a 
which has been forbidden in every 
blockade established in the past. 

“They consider, moreover, that 
the Geneva convention obviously 
does not apply. : 

“These questions of principle hav- 
ing been settled, frequent appeals 
have been made to the allied gov- 
ernments to make some concession 
as a matter of grace. 

“One suggestion is that a neutral 
commission should be appointed in 
Germany to receive imported medi- 
cal supplies and distribute them to 
enemy hospital organizations, but 
this suggestion offers no means of 
restriction in any way to the amount 
of supplies imported. To meet this 
objection it frequently has been sug- 
gested that the allied governments 
should specify the kinds of amounts 
of medical supplies, the importation 
of which into enemy countries they 
will be prepared to allow. But it is 
imrpossible to fix amounts in this 
way. One cannot ration the whole 
population of Germany and Austria 
in drugs and bandages. No ingenuity 
could estimate what might reason- 
ably be needed by the population, it 
fe equally difficult to lay down the 
king of goods which may be al- 


REASON FOR REFUSAL. 

“His Majesty's government have 
given close consideration to the ques- 
tion and they have found themselves 
utterly unable to evolve any system 
dy which general shipments of medi- 
cal supplies, once permitted, could 
be kept within limits at all. Their 
reasons for not allowing unlimited 
supplies to go in have been fre- 
quentiy stated, viz: That the ma- 
terials sent in would replace ma- 
terials existing in enemy countries, 
which could and would undoubtedly 
be applied to others, and in many 
cases, belligerent purposes. 

“His Majesty's government. on 
their part, have, therefore, laid down 
the only workable distinction they 
could think of, namely, that Ameri- 
can Red Cross supplies may be sent 
to American Red Cross units, 
Wherever such units may be. They 
feel that no juster test could be 
found of the strength of humani- 
tarian claims and the interest taken 
by the people of the United States 
in needs of the central empires than 
the extent to which the people of the 
United States are prepared to sub- 
Scribe money or send doctors and 
nurses for hospital work in Germany 
and Austria.

TO KEEP AEROPLANES 
AFTER THE U-BOAT. 


{EY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 31.—Ten great aero- 
planes of the latest and most im- 
proved type have been sent dy the 
British government to the vessels of 
the allied fleet off the Chesapeake 
capes to help the warships locate 
the supersubmarine Deutschland if 
she attempts to get to sea. The air- 
ships have been sent from Canada 
and reached the allied vessels a few 
days ago; naval officers asserted 
here tonight that the addition of the 
aircraft minimizes the chances of a 
submarine eluding the allied patrol. 
The latest plan, according to the of- 
ficials, is to spread out the warships 
in the shape of a fan, keep the air- 
craft on watch, and if the Deutsch- 
land is located the allied aviators are 
expected to drop bombs into the wa- 
ter and destroy the submarine. 
The aeroplanes have been con- 
structed by the Canadian overn- 
ment, according to a report which 
reached Brooklyn navy yard tonight, 
and it was asserted that the cata- 
pults for the airships have been in 
place for more than a week. The 
Plan to add the aeroplanes to the 
force watching for the Deutschland 
had been worked upon as soon as it 
was known that the German craft 
was to make a return voyage, it 
was said, and the British government 
timed its work so that the aeroplanes 
would reach the fleet just a few 
days before the Deutschland would 
make an attempt to get to sea. 
The first plan of the allied ves- 
sels is to spread themselves out in 
the shape of a fan and cruise within 
a restricted radius. The plan, ac- 
cording to naval officers, would be 
a good one even without the addi- 
tion of the aeroplanes. If the super- 
submarine came to the surface in the 
daytime to recharge its batteries the 
warships would have an excellent 
chance of finding Capt. Koenis's 
craft. Now the dangers of escaping 
are minimized, since the aeroplanes 
have been put on the warships, the 
officials asserted. 
With the aviators several 
hundred feet in the air, sailing 
around in large circles, officers who 
are familiar with submarines say 
they cannot see how they could fail 
to locate the German submarine. One 
officer who went up in an aeroplane 
a short time ago in the vicinity of 
the Chesapeake capes, said that the 
Water there was admirable for the 
aeroplane purpose. He said that ob- 
were visible to a great depth, 
and with binoculars to ald them. the 
allied aviators would have no trou- 
ble in locating the big submarine. 
There will be no danger attending 
the warships watching the Deutsch- 
land. They will be perfectly secure 
from attack because the submarine 
has neither guns nor torpedo tubes. 
Consequently, there will be no fear 
of torpedoes, and the men will be 
less nervous than while watching for 
an ordinary “UU” boat. The same ap- 
plies to the aeroplanes, because the 
aviators could bombard the Deutsch- 
land and would be in no danger from 
a return fire from the “Tl” boat. 


KNIGHTS AID SOLDIERS. 


Catholic Order to Establish More

GERMAN MILK SUPPLY

July 31 (via London, 
5:15 p. m.) — Strong Russian assaults 
in mass formation against the troops 
of Gen. Von Linsingen were repulsed 
with the heaviest losses to the at- 


tackers, said the section of the Ger- 
man official statement today dealing 
with the eastern front. The Ger- 
mans captured 1889 Russians. 

The statement follows: 

“The continued strong assaults of 
Russian masses against Gen. Von 
Linsingen were victoriously repulsed 
again yesterday. Once more we 
caused the heaviest losses to the at- 
tackers. The enemy brought to bear 
his heaviest pressure on the sector 
on both sides of the Kovel-Sarny 
railway, between Witoniez and the 
Turga, south of the Turga and on 
both sides of the Lipa. 

“A well-prepared counter attack 
drove back the enemy, who had

penetrated near Zarecze, south of 
Stobychva (thirty miles northeast of 
Kovel.)

RUSSIANS CROSS STOKHOD.

LONDON, July 31, 9:18 p.m.— 
Russian troops advancing toward 
Kovel have crossed the Stokhod Riv- 
er along the whole stretch between 
the Sarny-Kovel and the Kovel- 
Rojitche railways, says Reuter's 
Petrograd correspondent. 

The official communication says: 

“On the Stokhod our forward 
march continues. At certain points 
the enemy is employing gusts of fire. 

“In the course of today’s fighting, 
Col. Kanzeroff, a brave regimental 
commander and knight of the Order 
of St. George, was wounded. 

“In the direction of Brody, the 
enemy bombarded with heavy artil- 
lery the town of Brody and the cross- 
ings of the River Boldurovka.

FLAMES AGAIN RAGE 
IN EXPLOSION’S RUINS. 


Preparations Under Way for Federal, State, County 
and Municipal Investigations of Twenty-million-dollar 
Blow-up—Fire Now Declared to Have Originated in 
Explosive-laden Freight Cars. 


broke out again today among 

the ruins left by Sunday morn- 
ing’s explosion on Black Tom L. 
land. 

Half the fire department of Jer- 
sey City, with fireboats from New 
York and New Jersey, fought the 
flames, which centered about a pier 
where large quantities of shrapnel 
and shells were stored. Shells ex- 
ploded in an almost continuous can- 
nonade. 

Meanwhile, with three officers of 
corporations doing business on the 
land under arrest and a warrant 
out for a fourth, preparations were 
under way at Jersey City for a joint 
Federal, State, county and municipal 
investigation to fix the blame for 
Sundays disaster, which killed at 
least three men, injured scores and 
had caused approximately $20,000,- 
000 property damage. 

NEW THEORY OF ORIGIN. 

The theory that the fire which 
caused the disastrous -explosion 
started on a munitions barge, tied up 
at the island, was combatted today 
by Robert S. Hudspeth, prosecutor 
for Hudson county, and Theodore 
B. Johnson, president of the John- 
son Lighterage Company, owner of 
the barge. Both declared the fire 
orig: nated in two Lehigh Valley Rall- 
read freight cars, laden with explo- 
sives. 

Johnson, who was arrested on a 
warrant charging manslaughter. 
as were Albert M. Dickman, Black 
Tom agent of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad, and Alexander Davidson,

ANOTHER WARRANT OUT.

MORE STEAM SHIPS LOST; 
AMERICANS ABOARD ONE. 


ONDON, July 31, 4:05 p.m.—The 
Dutch mail steamship Koninjin 
Wilhelmina has struck a mine 

near the North Hinder lisut- 
ship, says a dispatch from the Hague 
to Reuter’s Telegram Company. The 
passengers left the vessel in the life- 
boats and made for the lightship. 

Reuter’s correspondent at Flush- 
ing, Holland, reports that the 
Koninjin Wilhelmina had on board 
forty-one passengers and a crew of 
sixty. All of them are believed to 
be now on board boats from the 
lightshiIp, which have not yet ar- 
rived. Among the saved are some 
wounded soldiers and a physician is 
aboard one of the rescuing vessels. 

The Koninjin Wilhelmina, adds 
the Flushing dispatch, left that city 
at 6 o’clock this morning and struck 
the mine about 9 o'clock, finally 
sinking after keeping afloat for some 
time. 

Three stokers were killed when 
she struck the mine. 

The captain of the Koninjin w- 
helmina reported by wireless teleg- 
raphy that his ship had struck a 
mine near North Hinder and that

Later the passengers again took to 
the boats and are proceeding to the 
Dutch coast.

OUTLAWS KILL 
TWO AMERICANS 


Third, a Cavelrymen, Injured 
by Mexican Bandits. 


Customs Guards and Soldiers 
on Marauders’ Trail. 


Personal Report of Encounter 
Made by a Private. 


EL PASO (Tex.) July 31. — Car- 
ranzista soldiers and customs guards 
tonight are pursuing two of the five 
Mexican bandits who crossed the, 
American border today and ‘wught 
with a detail of the Bighth United 
States Cavalry, reinforced by a de- 
tachment of Mexican troops, killing 
two Americans and wounding a 
third, into the desert south of San 
Ignacio, Chihuahua. 

Reports from Capt. Marcelo 
Marullo, commanding the detach- 
ment, composed of about six soldiers 
and six Mexican customs guards, re- 
ceived in Juarez tonight, said that 
the outlaws were last seen about 
eight miles south of the American 
frontier. He added that indications 
that at least one of the two fugitives 
is injured was shown by blood 
spots on the sand and in a clump of 
mesquite, where they apparently 
stopped to rest. 

At the Fort Bliss hospital, where 
Sergt. Lewis Thompson of Blossburg, 
Pa., was taken suffering from a bul- 
let wound in the left shoulder, it was 
asserted that his condition was not 
dangerous. The bodies of Private 
John Twoney of Paterson, N. J., and 
Robert Wood, a United States cus- 
toms inspector, killed in the engage- 
ment, were brought here tonight. 
Wood, who lived at Fort Hancock, 
was 24 years old and a native of 
Strawberry Point, Iowa. He entered 
the government service last Satur- 


day and began his work only a few) 


hours before he was killed.

ering ruins and ashes. The country 
surrounding it is as barren as a 
desert. Only a few structures in the 
village & Cochrane remain standing. 
The greatest loss of life occu at 
Nushka and Monteith, partly in 
ruins, where ninety-eight persons 
were burned to death. At Matheson 
thirty-five perished. TIroquois Falls, 
where great paper mills are located, 
was not entirely burned, as reported 
last night. The paper milis and one 
store were saved from the flames. 
There was no serious damage at 
Englehart, although one or two fires 
occurred.

State in the Union are said to 
be involved in the operations of 

Dr. Lewis South, who hails from Los 
Angeles and who is wanted by the 
Federal authorities at Lexington, 
Ky., on a charge of using the mails 
to defraud. | 


A Warrant was issued for Dr. 
South yesterday jn the United States 
Court at Lexington, and officers are 
searching the country for him. Dr. 
South is charged with having fath- 
ered the scheme, while in Los Ange- 
les, of inducing people to subscribe 
various sums of money to a fund 
which it was represented would be 
used to prove heirship to a $400,- 
000,000 estate alleged to have been 
left by the English adventurer, Sir 
Francis Drake. 

Hundreds of people, representing 
practically every State, were induced 


to subscribe to this fund, the rosy 


hope being held out that they would 
be able to prove their right to a 


portion of the waiting millions. Dr. 
South is said to have collected many 
thousands of dollars through the 
scheme. 

He has been traveling from city to 
city, and some time ago went to 
Frankfort, Ky., and then to Lexing- 
ton.

A spectacular accident in which, 
fortunately and almost miraculous- 
ly, there were no casualties occurred 
yesterday afternoon at the rear of 
the «Pacific Electric Building, at 
Sixth street and Maple avenue, 
where an elevated railroad is being 
constructed to San Pedro street. The 
boom of a huge derrick fell and cut 
deeply into three houses, located at 
Nos. 612, 614 and 616 Maple ave- 
nue. ~The houses No. 614 and 616, 
that form a double cottage, were cut 
in two as cleanly as though a saw 
had been employed, and the house 
just north was cut through the roof 
to the celling of the first floor. 

Members of a Japanese family 
that lives at No. 612 Maple avenue— 
the father, N. Uyenurea, his wife 
and two children—were all in bed 
when the giant iron boom sheared 
through the three houses. Uyenurea 
with his 3-year-old son and the-wife 
with a 6-months-old child fied to 
the street. The crash frightened 
them seriously, but none received the 
slightest injury. 

The other houses, however, were 
cut apart to the first story, and a 
gap of several feet, the width of the 
derrick boom, was formed. The 
south half of the double house was 
unoccupied and the residents of the 
north half were absent. This fact 
accounts for the absence of casual- 


The accident was caused by the 


f twisted wire that controls the 
arm of the derrick, according to the 
statement of Foreman A. D. Leavitt, 
in charge of the work. The big der- 
rick lifts the large tron plates used 
in the construction of the elevated 
road. After depositing a load it was 
swinging about to be lowered. The 
cable, controlled by a metal clamp, 
slipped, and the big arm dropped 
with a crash that could be heard 
for blocks. 

“That’s the first accident I have 


had in years,” Foreman 
Leavitt „ “There is no explana- 
tion. The cable slipped and t 


boom dropped, but no one can say 
what happened.” 

The guilty piece of metal was de- 
tached and examined, but no struc- 
tural defect could be found,

UR WORD-MONGERING PRESIDENT. 
President Wilson, in hig dispatch to 

the British government protesting against 
the “blacklist” as applied to American mer 
chants, has again demonstrated his capacity 
to say things without doing things. He as- 
sures the ministers of George V of his will- 
ingness to allow American citizens or busi- 
ness houses to “suffer in legitimate con- 
sequences of unneutral acts or practices.” 
He says the United States is “quite willing 
that American citizens suffer the appropri- 
ate penalties which international law and 
the usage of nations have sanctioned;” but 
he mildly suggests that in determining 
whether they have been guilty of unneutral 
acts or practices, the British government 
ought not to deny them a bearing before 
its own courts; that it should not assume 
the functions of complainant, judge, jury 
and sheriff, and, after first abrogating in- 
ternational law, find them guilty of violating 
a new law of its own making, to which no 
mation other than itself has agreed, and 
punish them by pushing them into bank- 
ruptcy for pursuing a course of business 
which the merchants of the world, including 
those of Great Britain, have lawfully pur- 
sued for a time whereof the memory of 
man runneth not to the contrary. 
This is pifling on the part of the Presi- 
dent. He contents himself with a protest, 
and does not demand a compliance with 
his protest, or even the courtesy of an an- 


Mr. Wilson does not base his remon- 
strances upon the fact that the blacklist 
order of the council of Great Britain is a 
shameful, unwarranted, brazen defiance of 
international law and the usages of com- 
merce. He merely whimpers that “true 
justice, sincere amity and impartial fair- 
ness” should cause His Majesty's govern- 
ment to “reconsider” its blacklist decree. 

Does not President Wilson know that the 
words “justice, impartial fairness and sin- 
cere amity” have been banished from the 
English government's vocabulary? Does he 
not know that it is idle to appeal from 
Philip drunk to Philip sober so long as 
Philip elects to remain drunk and will not 
consent to draw a sober breath? 

If we had a strong man in the Prest- 
dential chair His Majesty’s government 
would have been informed in language as 
pungent as diplomacy would permit that 
unless the blacklist order should be im- 
mediately. rescinded the United States, 
while it would not war with Great Britain 
unless she were the military aggressor, 
would resort to effective measures to pro- 
tect its merchants; that it Would embargo 
any more exportations of arms and munt- 
tions to the allies by the simple but su- 
cient process of itself taking over all manu- 
factories of such arms in the United States; 
that it would not clear British vessels from 
American ports, or allow British vessels to 
enter them, and that it would blacklist not 
only British merchants doing business 
either in England or America or anywhere 
in the world, but at the head of the black 
list place the British government.

CITY’S PRAYERS FOR PEACE. 

Germany declared war on Russia on 
Saturday, August 1, 1914. Three days pre 
viously Austria had declared war on Serbia; 
but throughout the world August 1, 1914, 
is spoken of as the fatal day of the start 
of the great war. 

On this, the second anniversary of that 
fearful event, Los Angeles is to make @ 
contribution to the movement toward peace. 
It is planned that every activity shall cease 
at 11 o’clock this morning while five min- 
utes are devoted to silent prayers for peace. 

It is always well to pray. It calms the 
mind, brings comfort to the distressed and 
strength to the weak. The prayer move 


ment here does credit to the great heart 


of Los Angeles. 

What will be its effect toward accom- 
plishing the object aimed at? The fervent 
prayers of a city of half a million people, 
directed toward one end, ought to avail 
much. One must not lose sight of the fact, 
however, that opposed to the prayers of 
the half-million are the wishes of millions 


many against the house of Hohenzollern, 
and that, at the present moment, seems far 
removed. Undoubtedly it is hoped for by 
the allies, but their military leaders do not 
count on it. They know that the war, so 
far, has strengthened the Kaiser's hold on 
his people “As for our Kaiser,” wrote the 
Freiherr von WHexenkuchen on April 1. 
1915, “whom you [the English] regard as 
a crafty and ambitious tyrant, he appears in 
our view as the incarnation of patriotic 
duty, burdened, though not overwhelmed, 
by care—a lover of peace, so long as peace 
may be had with honor and safety; but if 
this may not be, then a stern, though re- 
luctant drawer of the sword.” That view 
prevails still; nothing has occurred since 
it was expressed to change it; on the other 
hand, it is probable the German victories 
have strengthened it. 

The position of the house of Hohenzollern 
will depend to a great extent on how the 
Germans take defeat.

ATIONAL MILATARY SERVICE. 
Lieut.Gen. . B. M. Young, president 
of the Association for National Service, has 
written The Times that he believes public 
sentiment as expressed through the ballots 
for national military training now pub- 
lished by papers throughout the country 


(including The Times, in which the ballot 


has appeared regularly every other day,) 
will be of more service to Congress than 


all the propaganda that has been aimed di-

He says plainly that the responsibility for 
our condition of unpreparedness rests upon 
the apathy of the citizens who are “pa- 
triotic,” would readily serve the country in 
an hour of danger, who believe in prepar- 
edness, but who are “too busy” and too 
indifferent to write out a ballot and send 
it in.

But there 
are only a precious few who are competent 
to bear arms, and unless national training 
is instituted the same soldierly ineptitude 
will continue to be characteristic of Amer 
ica's most patriotic citizens.

Australia and South Africa are 
heartily in favor of the change, as are a 
great many people in England. Canada al- 
ready uses the decimal system of the United 
States, which is held up as an example of 
simplified and sensible coinage, the best 
in the world.

National Editorial Service, 


NEW ANCHOR FOR FLOAT- 


ING LABOR. 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMBS.} 
BY ANDREW H. MELVILLE, 
Chief of the Bureau of Civic, Com- 
mercial and Community Develop- 
ment, University of Wisconsin: 
NDUSTRIAL and commercial in- 
terests in the United States to- 


day find their greatest difficulty 

in retention of their skilled labor. 
Part of the trouble is no doubt due 
to the condition produced by the 
war; yet it is equally certain that 
the difficulty will, in large measure, 
carry over after the restoration of 
peace, In the activities of the mod- 
ern commercial club appears the 
first and most potent factor for the 
future “anchoring” of labor in these 
communities where employers find 
of en- 

terprises. 
The newer functions of the Amer- 
jean commercial club are just com- 
ing into prominence. The modern 
commercial club has gone over from 
a basis of individual selfishness to 
one of community selfishness. By 
community stlifishness I mean at- 
tention to every—community prob- 
lem—be it civic, educational, social, 
commercial or industrial — which 


tends towards the bigger, broader, | 


more complete, all-around developed 
life, 

8 evidenced by the fact that, 
the Middle West, commercial oo 
izations are devoting from 60 to 70 
per cent, of their time, energy and 
money to civic problems. 

The modern manuf spells 
efficiency in terms contented 
workingmen, who have attractive 
homes, well furnished for them- 
selves and their families to live in, 
together with amusements and rec- 
reational facilities provided by the 
community or by private enterprise. 
Housing is just now one of the 
acute problems in every manufac- 
turing town. Instances may be ad- 
duced of firms that have lost num- 
bers of married and unmarried 
workmen who were unable to find 
homes for their families or suitable 
rooms for individual occupancy. 


This consideration applies to for- 


eign-born workmen as well as to 
Americans. 

Recently three manufacturers in 
a small community in Wisconsin 
cited cases of skilled mechanics 
married men— to whom large wages 
were offered. Those men refused 
to enter into contracts because the 
community did not afford satisfac- 
tory amusement and recreation fa- 
cilities. In another city, which had 
acquired a factory employing 141 
men of whom eighty-one were mar- 
ried, only forty-two of the married 
workmen found homes suitable for 
their families. The rest of the mar- 
ried men were living in outlying vil- 
lages and under conditions tn the 
city that were not acceptable to 
them. In both cases the manufac- 
turers deplored the fact that the 
communities were unable to supply 
housing and means of recreation 
necessary to hold valuable men in 
their service. 


The modern commercial club and | 


the modern business man realize 
that these shortcomings are com- 
munity problems and just to the ex- 
tent that business organizations are 
alive to the need of providing suita- 
ble facilities will the communities 


be prosperous and the business man 


find his advantage. As the commu- 
nity thrives so do individual busi- 
nesses thrive. 

The commercial club becomes a 
dynamic force collectively applied 
for the purpose of solving many of 
the problems which are constantly 
aggravating the relations existing 
between labor and capital, among 
which strikes are by no means the 
most common. This modern con- 
cept of the commercial club was not 
entertained six or seven years ago. 
It is a result consequent upon busi- 
ness men getting together and en- 
deavoring to grapple with their 

roblems on the community basis. 
The commercial club has, therefore, 
a humanitarian outlook which it did 
not have less than a decade ago. 
It has developed a community con- 
sciousness, brought about through 
close association of business men 
who heretofore have been seeking 
earnestly to solve their problems as 
individuals or as individual corpora- 
tions. 

The modern business man, while 
still interested in doing bigger 
things, is primarfly concerned with 
doing things better, His problem to- 
day is not so much quantity as it is 
quality—quality first, output second. 
While he has been forced through 
necessity to take this point of view, 
he has nevertheless not been slow 
to seize upon it and use it to advan- 


The general movement for com- 
munity terment which I have out- 
lined appears to be strongest in the 
West and the Middle West, where 
new industries and new commercial 
organizations have come into being 
within the last ten years. Older 
cities and States have made some 
progress; but, of necessity, they 
have many traditions and customs, 
based on trade organization ideals, 
which have served as limitations. 


The splendid co-operation every- 


where manifested between commer 
cial organizations and city officials 
with reference to community better- 
ment is significant of tructive 
programmes and of dership 
which, in the near future, may no 


doubt be found in hundreds of 


American cities. When the Amer- 
ican business man once appreciates 


the fact that housing, city planning, 


light, alr and genuine civic prog- 
ress—etery one of them— is essen- 
tial not only to the community's 
growth, but to the prosperity of his 
business, he is nat slow to lend his 
aid in a substantial way.

QUALIFY FOR 
CLUB SHOOT. 
by City Experts. 
Walter Hansen is Hitting the 
Bullseye Regularly. 


Thirty Teams to Try for the 


National Title. 
BY E. ©. CROSSMAN. 

Featured by the extraordinary 
shooting of Walter G. Hansen, the 
rifie team of the Los Angeles Rifle 
and Revolver Club fired its last 
practice shoot Sunday, before the 
national military match for. the 
championship of the United States, 
held next Sunday. The particular 
star of the shoot was the aforesaid 
Walter Hansen, with two scores the 
past two Sundays that excel any 


shooting ever done in the West. 
Hansen put on 242 out of the pos- 


sible 2650 Sunday, and 243 out oft 


the possible 250 the Sunday before, 
dropping just fifteen points out of 
500 over the ranges of 200 and 300 
timed fire, and 300, 500 and 600 
slow fire. 

The qualification score for the or- 
ganized militia and rifle clubs is 190 
for sharpshooter and 210 for expert, 
the highest award given, from which 
a better perspective may be had in 
looking over Hansen's marvelous 
work. His total for the two shoots. 
without a shot in practice on either 
of the two days, is just 97 per cent. 
of the possible score. The highest 
previous record is 243, for Wotkyns 
of the local rifle club and a man 
of the Gisholt Rifle Club of Wis- 
consin, a score tied by Hansen on 
July 23, backed up by his 242 of last 
Sunday. 

SOME SCORES. 

Aside from the fine shooting of 
the big chap, the most remarkable 
feature of Sunday's shoot was the 
fact that the high ten men dropped 
just two points out of the possible 
500 at 300 timed fire, there being 
eight possible scores of 50 each, and 
two 49's hung up by these ten men, 
a total of 408 out of 500. This 300 
timed fire is shot at a figure of a 
prone man, 19x26 inches wide, set 
in the middle of a six-foot squafe of 
paper, at a distance of 300 yards, 
or three average city blocks, the 
score being fired in the time of two 


minutes, including reloading the rifle 
with a clip of five cartridges, There 
is no marking or indicating of where 
the shots are going until the ten 
shots are fired. A hit in the prone 
figure counts 5, ten hits count 50. 
The “battle sight” of the Springfield | 
service rifle is used; this is an open 
sight adjusted for 530 yards, and re- 
quiring low holding at 300 yards to 
counteract the high shooting of the 
rifle at this range. Each shot and 
each group was picked up by a pow- 
erful telescope from the firing 
point, checking up the marking 
from the target pits. ö 

The high ten men put up a total 
of 2357, the highest ever recorded 
by the club, and despite the fact 
that three regulars were off the 
team, one absent from the city, one 
with serious eye trouble and the 
third with two much grease on the 
skidways. 

SORE EYES. 


G. L. Wotkyns, high man in the 
National Interclub match for 1915, 
and one of the finest shots in the 
club, fell victim to eye trouble which 
has been creeping upon him for the 
past few weeks, and found himself 
unable to see the far-off bullseve. 
Needless to say, no Man can hit what 
he cannot see, nor did the painful 
groping of the unhappy and fine- 
shooting Wotkyns prove any excep- 
tion.

FFICIENCY FOR

OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION OF 
FANCY STEPS AT BEACH. 


Efficiency in county dancing will 
be the newest wrinkle if the Board 
of Supervisors and the County Em- 


clency Commission go very far in the 
direction they started yesterday. 

Then. there may be “Hamilton 
wiggles,”’ “Doty crawls,” “Aexander 
sidesteps,”” and a lot of other staid 
and proper terpsichorean evolutions 
to be used at all county employees’ 
picnics and similar festivities. 

The Efficiency Commission, which 
will investigate almost anything, re- 
cently took up the matter of de- 
covering the employees of the coun- 
ty who are said to have disported 
themselves in an unseemly manner 
on the dance floor at Redondo Beach 
several weeks ago at the annual pic- 
nic. Supervisor Hamilton had heard 
inklings of strange goings on, and 
when the board decided it best not 
to devote too much time to investi- 
gation, he turned the matter over 
to Secretary Doty for his careful 
and methodical consideration and 
deduction. 

Numerous young lady stenogra- 
phers and — unattached 
male clerks were called on the car- 
pet to give their teattmony about the 
alleged unseemly wiggles and ques- 
tionable movements of certain 
dancers at the picnic. Secretary 
Doty decided that at least two men 
should be mentioned in the report, 
Robert Platter, an assistant in the 
County Auditors office, and 
Frank, recently dismissed from the 
Registrar of Voters’ department. 

Quite a number of the young la- 
dies could see nothing wrong or un- 
desirable in the dancing of these 
young men, while others stated that 
what they saw would not be tol- 
erated in “the best of society.” 

No definite action against the em- 
ployees mentioned was suggested in 
Secretary Doty’s report.

Through Grandparent. 


Parental Severance Held to be 
Merely Incidental. 


Supreme Court's Decision of 
Epoch-making Import. 


Holding that an adopted child can- 
not inherit from its natural parents, 
but that it can through a grand- 
parent, the State Supreme Court 
handed down a decision yesterday on 
an issue that had never before been 
legally determined in California. 

The case at issue went up on ap- 
peal from the Superior Court of 
Ventura county, and the style of the 
action was John Darling and Wil- 
liam Boosey, guardian of the estate 
of Arnold Darling Bennison. a minor, 
against David Darling, Albert Dar- 
ling and Alice D. Sharp, children of 
John Darling, Sr. 

The father of these three chil- 
dren died without making a will. 
leaving an estate of about $60.000. 
John Darling, Jr., son of John Dar- 
ling, Sr., had a son, Arnold Darling. 
who on August 29, 1903, was legally 
adopted by H. G. Bennison and his 


who is 19 years of age, assumed the 
name of Arnold Darling Bennison. 

When his grandfather died the boy 
put in a claim for a share of the 
estate that would come to his father. 
but the defense was put up that he 
could not inherit through the father. 
and Superior Judge Merle Rodgers 
of Ventura county decided in favor} 
of that contention. 

The case was appealed, and argued 
by Asst. Atty.-Gen. Clarke, who held 
that young Bennison could not in- 
herit from his father. but could 
through the grandfather. In a word. 
although the adoption laws of the 
State might deprive the boy of a 
father, it could not deprive him of a 
grandfather, and therefore he was 
entitied to a one-fourth interest in 
the estate. 

The Supreme Court, in holding the 
position well taken, sets forth that 
Bennison is entitled to a one-fourth 
interest in the estate of John Darling. 
Sr., as the grandson of the deceased. 
and that, while he could inherit 
nothing from his father, having been 
legally adopted by the Bennisons. he 
could through his grandfather, as the 
ee does not destroy that relation- 
Ship. 

It is one of the interesting features 
of the case that it is the first reversal 
that Judge Rodgers has met with 
since his accession to the bench. and 
that the reversal was secured by his 
predecessor on the bench, R. 
Clarke.

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NGINE PILOT 
SAVES RIDER. 


Boy Bucked from Horse Lands 
on Fast-running Loco- 
motive’s Front. 

A bucking horse unseated 
him, but Frank Phillips, 18 
years old, rode to safety on 
the pilot of a speeding locomo- 
tive, where he landed from 
the horse. 

Phillips, who lives at No.
